Taft-Hartley

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (UPI) 
—Presidént Dwight D. Elsen- 
hower Tuesday invoked the 
Taft-Hartley’ Law in the East 
Coast dock strike, taking the 
opening step in use of the labor- 
management law by creating a 


fact-finding board to report back

Eisenhower, acting on advice 
and reports for Secretary of La- 
bor James P. Mitchel, signed 
an executive order creating the 
board of inquiry to investigate 
the East Coast port tie-up which 
started last Wednesday. 

This was the first step lead- 
ing toward the injunctive pro- 
cess which, if followed, would 
force an 80-day cooling off 
period in the work stoppage.

3 Missiles Fired 
With Good Results 

CAPE CANAVERAL,  Fia. 
(AP)—While a Russian rocket 
streaked toward a rendezvous 
with the moon, the United 
States successfully fired three 
big war missiles—an Atlas and 
two Thors—on full-range flights 
Tuesday. 

One of the Thors was launch- 
ed at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, Calif., the other two rock- 
ets at Cape Canaveral. 

The Atlas successfully car- 
‘ried a new tactical-type nose 
cone to an Atlantic target 5,500 
miles away. 

The U.S. Air Force announc- 
ed the Atlas achieved all test 
objectives and that the advanc- 
ed design nose cone performed 
satisfactorily. 

The Cape Canaveral Thor 
was launched just before noon. 
Nearly four hours later a Brit- 
ish Royal Air Force crew fired 
the second Thor on the West 
Coast. The air force labeled 
both very successful flights. 

The new Atlas cone, which 
towered nearly 12 feet above 
the 80-foot missile, is designed 
for faster reentry through the 
earth’s atmosphere and prob- 
ebly will slice in half the time 
available for interception by an 
anti-missile weapon. It also 
can carry a bigger nuclear pay- 
load.

(AP)—Renewed radio signals 
from the Soviet Lunik were 
picked up Wednesday by Brit- 
ain’s big radio telescope. Ob- 
servers had been promised by 
Moscow that the Lunik’s rado 
transmission would be turned 
on again at 2 p.m. (11 p.m. 
JST). First signals were 
heard one minute later. 

batteries and chemical sources 
of energy supply were operat- 
ing normally. 

“The rocket is moving strictly 
along the present orbit,” said 
Tass. 

The rocket chief explained 
that the Lunik might not make 
a complete turn around the 
moon because the earth's na- 
tural. satellite probably would 
move out of the rocket’s path 
before then. 

Tass said the next transmis- 
sions to earth from the Lunik 
giving results of its scientific 
measurements would take place 
from 7 to 8 p.m. Wednesday 
(11 p.m. to midnight Wednes- 
day JST). 

“Having reached the shortest 
possible distance from the sur- 


face of the moon, equivalent to’ 


7,000 kilometers, the rocket at 
5:16 p.m. Wednesday: continued 
its flight around the moon,” 
Tass’ bulletin said. 


Doubts Arise 

LONDON (AP) — Doubts 
arose Tuesday that the So 
viet Union’s instrument-packed 
Lunik III is equipped with 
cameras to photograph the 
hidden face of the moon. 

Information reaching London 
indicated the only statement 
yet made by a Soviet source on 
this point was inaccurate. 

On Sunday, Moscow Radio 
quoted Evgeniy Bogoyaviensky 
—science correspondent of the 
official Tass news agency — as 
saying the Soviet space ship 
would photograph the thus far 
unseen side of the moon. 

But in Moscow Tuesday, Tass 
denied that any statement by 
Bogoyaviensky had been broad- 
cast. Subsequently the news 
agency admitted the statement 
did in fact go out but added 
that Bogoyavlensky was speak- 
ing “on his own suppositions.”

Famed Art Connoisseur 
Berenson Dies in Italy 


FLORENCE (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Bernard Berenson, the Amer- 
ican art expert, died here Tues- 
day. He was 94. 


He was one of the greatest 
authorities on Italian painting, 
particularly of the Renaissance, 
on whic’ he had written a 
number of works, 


A Lithuanian-born American, 
he settled near Florence at the 
beginning of the century and 
became a living legend. 


Known as “B.B.” or “Il Bibi,’ 
he not only excelled the con- 
noisseurs of several generations 
in his own field, but was that 
rarest of figures in the present 
age—the true aesthete who 
from boyhood dedicated hig life 
to the pursuit of beauty, ».. 


He was hailed as “one of the 
most civilized and sensitive men 
in the world,” and in his villa 
at Settignano, filled with art 
treasures and books, led a long 
life steeped in the Renaissance 


and humanism. 
The villa I Tatti became a 


Feenter of pilgrimages for: art- 


loving people from royalty and 
writers to musicians and ballet 
dancers. King Gustav and 
Queen Louise of Sweden stayed 
there several times. 


Visitors would find “B.B.” al- 
ways veautifully dressed. a 
slight, frail, white-bearded figure, 
with lively blue eyes. 

He was a celebrated host with 
an oftef devastating wit, but 
had mo patience with bores or 
dilettantes, 

He was word-perfect in Eng- 
lish, French, Italian and Ger- 
man, and could also discourse in 
Greek and Latin. 

He remained the servant of 
the classical tradition, which he 
referred to as “the standard art,” 
and divided painters into two 
categories: “life-enhancers” and 
“life-diminishers.” Modern paint- 
ers seldom fell into the first 
category.

Amy Loses 
Punch, Only 
Brings Rain 


Victims of Typhoon Ise Bay 
heaved a sigh of relief as 
heavy downpours caused by 
another typhoon, Amy (No. 16), 
began to let up yesterday noon. 

The rainstorm warnings 
sourided Tuesday for the flood- 
ravaged Nagoya and Tsu areas 
was lifted at 1 p.m. yesterday. 


Typhoon Amy, losing most of 
its punch, diminished into a 
tropical cyclone as it moved 
near the Naruto Strait between 
Shikoku and the Kii Peninsula 
at noon yesterday. 


The Meteorological Agency 
announced at noon that the ty- 
phoon was moving in a north- 
easterly or east-north-easterly 
direction at a speed of 45 kilo- 
meters per hour. It was caus- 
ing a rainstorm within a radius 
of 100 kilometers from its cen- 
ter. 


The heavy rainfall in the 
Tokyo area let up shortly after 
8 p.m. 

The typhoon landed on Cape 

Ashizurimisaki on the southern 
tip of Shikoku at 5 a.m., bring- 
ing torrential rain to the cen- 
tral and eastern parts of Hon- 
shu. 
‘The precipitation in some 
southeastern sectors of the Kii 
Pensinsula was 150 milimeters 
by 11:30 a.m. yesterday. 

The agency announced last 
night that precipitation was 
close to 100 millimeters about 
four inches in some parts of the 
Tokai and Kanto districts. 

The agency predicted sunny 
weather today. 


New Evacuation 

A total of 5,137 persons in low- 
lying areas of Minato and Mi- 
nami Wards in Nagoya were 
evacuated to higher grounds by 
noon yesterday as Typhoon Amy 
(No. 16) brought heavy rains 
and fears of new disaster to Ja- 


pan. 

The Central Japan Disaster 
Countermeasure Headquarters 
Tuesday night mobilized Self- 
Defenke Force trucks and boats 
to move flood victims still liv- 
ing in the water-covered areas 
near Nagoya harbor. 

Three hundred prefectural 
government employes assisted 
Self-Defense Force personnel in 
strengthening the breached 
river embankments and sea 
walls. 

As of 9 a.m. yesterday some 
1,300 persons from Tobishima 
and Toshiyama villages were 
evacuated to nearby Ichinomiya 
City. 

Eight hundred others were 
taken to the Nagoya Municipal 
Auditorium and two other re- 
lief points in the city. 

Some 1,500 of the 5,000 resi- 
dents in Kuwana County, Mie 
Prefecture stranded in flooded 
areas had been transferred to 
safer grounds by this morning.

Ruling Party 
Decision on 
Pact Revision 
Due Shortly 


Differences of views within 
the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party on the proposed revision 
of the Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty were almost eliminated 
yesterday and an cfficia! party 
decision on the revised treaty 
is expected at a meeting of Li- 
members of 
both Houses of the Diet to be 
held before the convocation of 
an extraordinary Diet sched- 
uled on Oct. 26. 


The Liberal-Democratic Party | 


yesterday held a joint meeting 
of its seven top executives, Ex- 
ecutive Board and Foreign Af- 
fairs Research Council to dis- 
cuss the contents of the revised, 
security treaty. Foreign Minis- 
ter Aiicniro Fujiyama was ask- 
ed to explain the results of his 
negotiations with the U.S. 

An outline of the revised 
treaty draft was approved at 
the meeting. 

However, requests were made 
by the Kono faction led by 
Ichiro Kono, strongman of the 
party, as to the area to be cover- 
ed by the new treaty, prior con- 
sultation concerning the equip- 
ment and deployment of U.S. 
Security Forces stationed in 
Japan and the period of the 
treaty. 

Therefore, it was agreed that 
these problems will be further 
studied at meetings of the sec- 
urity treaty subcommittee to 
open today under the chairman- 
ship of Naka Funada, chairman 
of the party’s Policy Board, 

It was further agreed that the 
result of the studies to be made 
by the subcommittee will be ‘re- 
ferred to the Executive Board 
for approval and that the For- 
eign Minister be given the pow- 
er to set the date of the signing. 

The Kono faction insisted 
that Japan's obligation to defend 
the OKinawa and Bonin islands 
after their administrative rights 
are returned to Japan should be 
stipulated in the new treaty... 

It also urged that a stipula- 
tion promeing. for Japan's right 
to veto U.S. Farces deployment 
plans should also be woven into 
the pact. 

The Kono group also contend- 
ed that flexiblity be given to 
the term of ven of the new 
treaty. 

The Foreign Minister replied 
that Japan can reject American 
deployment plans in the course 
of prior consulations. He said 
he did not think the proposed 
10-year term of validity can be 
shortened under the circum- 
stances. 

However, he said, he would 
negotiate with the U.S. if the 
entire party demands a shorter 
term. 

The Foreign Minister dis- 
closed that Japan and the U.S. 
have reached an agreement on 
revision of the Administrative 
Agreement except on those ar- 
ticles pertaining to customs 
privileges for Security Forces 
personnel, procurement of

CENTO Meet in D.C. 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Christian Herter, the US. 
Secretary of State, Wednesday 
pledged that the U.S. would give 
its continued “strong” support 
to the Central Treaty Organiza- 
tion (CENTO)—formerly the 
Baghdad Pact. 


He was addressing the open- 


ing session of the three-day Min- | 


isterial Council meeting of the 
“northern tier” Middle East 
alliance. 

Members of the pact are Brit- 
ain, Pakistan, Turkey and Iran. 
The United States is not a full 
member of the alliance but be- 
longs to all its main committees 
—political, military and counter- 
subversion. 

Herter also said the US. 
would continue to promote the 


security and economic ‘develop- | 


ment of Pakistan, Turkey and 
Iran. 

He added, however, that

not underwrite all CENTO eco- 
nomic projects.”

Chou Sends 
Conciliatory 
Note to Delhi 


NEW DELHI (AP)—In a 
warm message to Prime Minister 
Jawaharial Nehru, Communist 
Chinese Premier Chou Pn-lai has 
called the current border dispute 
between India and China “mere- 


ly an episode in our age-old. 


friendship.” 

Chou’s message, made public 
here Wednesday, was sent Tues- 
day from Peiping in reply to 
Nehru’'s greetings last week on 
the occasion of the 10th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Com- 
munist state in China. 

Chou said he _ reciprocated 
Nehru’s “hope and conviction 
that through joint efforts of both 
parties, the friendship of the 
Chinese and Indian peoples will 
undoubtedly grow continuously 
in the coming years.” 

Chou'’s message made no 
direct reference to the border 
dispute. It failed to mention 
Nehru’'s lengthy letter to Chou 
delivered in Peiping last Satur- 
day. 

Nehru’'s letter firmly rejected 
Chinese claims to about 40,000 
square miles of Indian territory 
and said China must withdraw 
her troops from what Nehru 
had earlier called aggression 
against India before any negotia- 
tions on minor border alignment 
problems would be worthwhile. 


Yiu Tai Ha Postpones

SEOUL AP)—Ambassador Yiu 
Tai Ha has postponed his return 
to Tokyo to Friday, accompanied 
by Yu Chin O, Korean delegate 
to the normalization talks. 

Yiu, who came here Saturday 
for consultations with his Gov- 
ernment. was to return to his 
Tokyo post Wednesday.

Ike Said Hoping 
For Kishi’s Visit 


President” Dwight D. 
Eisenhower reportedly has 
expressed a hope that Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
would visit the United 
States to sign’the revised 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty, 
Shojiro Kawashima, secret- 
ary of the Liberal-Democra- 
tic Party, disclosed yester- 
day. 

He said he had heard 
that U.S. Ambassador 
Douglas MacArthur II had 
conveyed the President's 
wishes to the Prime _Minis- 
ter about two weeks ago. 

However, Kishi said yes- 
terday he has not received 
an invitation from Eisen- 
hower to visit the U.S,

The Secretary noted that 
United States economic and 
military .assistance to Turkey, 
Iran and Pakistan had been

“Differences of emphasis 
occasionally arise. This is under- 
standable among friends. What 
is significant, however, is that 
the mutual trust which has 
developed between us enables 
any such differences to be re- 
solved quickly and to our com- 
mon satisfaction.” 


Describing United States asso- 
jon with the pact as “an im- 
portant link” with friends, Her- 
ter commented: “United States 
support of CENTO, both moral 
and material....has not waver- 
ed *? 


British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmilian said in a 
message that the pact had play- 
ed an important part in promot- 
ing the security of a vital area. 


“I am confident that your 


‘talks will assist in forwarding 


our common aims of peace and 
prosperity,” Macmillan added, 

The British Prime Minister's 
message was read out by Sir 
Harold Caccia, ambassador to 
Washington, who is heading the 
British delegation. 

Macmillan sent the warm 
greetings of his colleagues and 
himself to the council, and 
added: 

“We much regret that our 
domestic preoccupations have 
made it impossible for us to be 
represented at this meeting by 
ministers.” 

Manzur Wadir, Pakistan's For- 
eign Minister, said the recent 
visit of Nikita Khrushchev to 
the United States and the pro- 
posed visit of President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower to the Soviet 
Union might make some consid- 
erable contribution toward at- 
tempts to reduce world tensions. 


He said in a prepared speech: 

“So long as these attempts re- 
m:in genuine on both sides noth- 
ing but good can come out of 
them, even though the magni- 
tude of that good may not be 
much. Should, however, there 
be an effort on either side to 
create a false sense of security 
in order to take advantage of it, 
a great deal of damage may be 
done, particularly in areas not 
fully able to defend themselves,” 
he said. 

Qadir added: “Organizations 
like ours, the whole purpose of 
which is to remain prepared for 
defense, should the need arise, 
cannot therefore absolve them- 
selves of their task of * being 
watchful and ready in spite of

“I don’t know anything about 
it.”

Lehner is in Japan as chief 
of the International Red Cross 
Committee’s delegation to super- 
vise the repatriation of Ko- 
reans. 

He said the interpretation of 
the repatriation guidebook is 
“up to the Japan Red Cross and 
the Japanese Government,” but 
added that he thought there will 
be no change in the basic prin- 
ciple of the guidebook.

‘Babette Goes to War’

“Babette Goes to War” 
(playing at Togeki) is a self. 
indulgent French comedy, tai- 
lored to Brigitte Bardot by the 
veteran cinema entertainer 
Christian Jacques. - Very few 
will find it funny. Not unless 


slapsticks is your idea of hu- 
mor, 


Molded by popular commer- 
clalism, like most of Christian 
Jacques’ pictures, it parades 
obvious patriotism, and general- 
ly operates on the assumption 
that the Germans and the Eng- 
lish are quite, if not equally, 
absurd and the French are 
merely condescending to them 
culturally in talking to them. 


If it had occurred to direc- 
tor Jacques at any time that 
his own compatriots could some- 
times be also funny, and there- 
fore make excellent material for 
hearty caricatures, his film 
might have been lots better. 

As it is, the Germans and to 
a lesser degree, the English, are 
used simply as props to the 
comedy in which BB meets her 
future spouse Jacques Chalier. 
The comedy is not implied of 
course in their meeting but in 
the circumstances in which 
they do meet, namely the war. 


Babette is a comely French 
maid who is supposed to have 
been making a living all her 
life by her two hands. And she 
shines in her new job of scrub 
bing the floor of the French 
army headquarters in London 
in the year 1940.

The seduction of the German 
officer happens to be the richest 
part of the film.

The 
general, with all the movie 
makers’ attempt to satirize him, 
emerges quite a human charac- 
ter, with a pale pathos about 
his person, like a defeated figure 
in a tragedy, sympathetic, even 
noble. For a moment, the film 
acquires a stature, not as a 
comedy, but as a documentary 
drama of war. 

The same acute vividness is 
felt in the initial scenes in which 
the streets of Le Treport facing 
the English Channel are shown, 
with evacuees getting ready for 
their flight. A voluptuous 
woman, the furred and bejewel- 
ed madame of a pleasure house, 
cemes trotting out in her high 
heels, leading a carful of giris. 
They are evacuating to London 
across the channel. And the 
curiously incongruous figures 
they cut later on the wartime 
London streets, their animated 
chattering and very French ap- 
proach to everything is shown 
refreshingly and masterfully 
without any sign of straining 
for laughter which marks other 
passages of the film.

Lucrezia Borgia has long been 
a film favorite and the reasons 
are not difficult to understand: 
she was apparently good-look- 
ing, she liked men, and she liv- 
ed in a particularly photogenic 
period. That she also liked to 
poison people was not a fact to 
discourage film producers. 

Her first appearance on the 
screen was around 1910 and had 
Maria Gasperini in the title role. 
It was more or less modeled 
around the once-popular Don- 
izetti opera (which someone 
ought to revive for, say, Callas; 
it has an arsenic aria that would 
bring down the house) and was, 
hence, itself somewhat operatic 
in character. 

I have a still from it some 
place that shows Madame Gas- 
perini in velveteen and beads, 
completely surrounded by tiger- 
skin rugs (with the heads left 
on), gilded wicker end tables, 
potted cat-tails, and .other in- 
dications of what 1910 thought 
high Renaissance looked like; 
she is holding a bottle plainly 
labeled belladonna, an incisor 
showing a cruel smile, gazing 
with hooded eyes at a recum- 
bent gentleman who has, ap- 
parently, already imbibed. 

This was Lucrezia’s first 
screen appearance and it is 
cheerful to note that, though 
she has survived .any number 
of subsequent filmings, she is 
really much the same. The 
evidence is a new Franco-Ital- 
ian coproduction called “Les 
Nuits de Lucrece Borgia” (there 
is an Italian version too but the 
one playing at Theater Tokyo is 
in French) and it is notable 
that half a century has not 
changed her at all. 

In this one she is played by 
one Belinda Lee (who is, I 
think, an American—didn't she 
use to ice skate?) who comes 
equipped with hooded eyes, and 
an incisor showing a_ cruel 
smile. She still wears that wine- 
red velveteen dress but this 
one has inserts of what looks 
like dacron (which, as an ana- 
chronism, is nothing compared 
to the one I still cherish: the 
extra in one of the battle scenes 
of “Helen of Troy” who wore a 
wristwatch) and she is sur- 


rounded by wax fruit and card-

“after consultation with the 
governor—if they think neces- 
sary in the public interest,” 
constitutes a morale booster for 
the Finance Ministry.

Far East Economic Problems 


The economic problems 


of the Far East are being 


discussed at length this week at the 12th annual conference 
of the Far East-America Council of Commerce and In- 
dustry in New York, and the speeches of the leading public 
men of various nations attending the conference show 
that the urgent need for improvement of economic condi- 
tions in Asia has excited worldwide attention. 

While it is apparent that today all the Asian countries 
are eager to modernize themselves and to take advantage 
of the vast technological progress made possible in recent 


years, various factors are tending to delay advance. 


Two 


Asian nations, if we omit Communist China, stand out in 
the process of modern economic achievement—Japan and 


India. 


In many respects, Japan can now be said to stand in 


a category comparable with 


advanced nations of Western Europe. 


the United States and the 
India, which entered 


into an era of industrialization much later than Japan, 
has made less spectacular advance, but nevertheless her 
achievements during the past decade have been of a high 


order. 
advantage. 


Both countries could use more capital with 


Three speakers from India at the conference stressed 
that India is a suitable place for the investment of foreign 


capital. 


Economic Affairs Commissioner General B. K. 


Nehru, of the Government of India, declared that there 
was perhaps no country in the world today where the 
prospects for private enterprise were as great as in India, 
and Indian Minister of Finance Morarji Desai said it had 
been Indian policy all along to give every facility it. could 
for remittance of profits and for repatriation of capital. 
Mr. C. L. Mehta, who is the chairman of the Industrial 
Credit and Investment Corporation of India, said foreign 
investors should not worry about the “socialistic pattern 
of society” to which the Indian Government is committed. 
This was a phase which expressed a “general ethical 
aspiration,” he said, but which did not have much precise 


content yet. 


India wanted foreign capital which would 


remain invested for a long time. 


There is no doubt, however, that private investors are 
much concerned whem it comes to making investments 
in Asian countries as to what effect the adoption of 
socialistic or nationalistic measures might have upon any 


investments they may make. 


The private investor cannot 


afford to be less circumspect than public corporations; 
indeed, he may be regarded as more vulnerable to any’ 


loss through misjudgment or ill-advised investment. 


And 


the position with regard to all overseas investment was 
well put the other day by Mr. Eugene Black, president 


of the World Bank, when he said: 


“The supply of devel- 


opment capital is too limited, the need for such capital 


too great, for any of it to be 


invested with less than full 


effectiveness—and this is so, whatever form the investment 


may take.” 


There can be no doubt that the investment laws of 
all countries desiring the use of outside capital, however 


obtainable, need to be most 


carefully drawn and there 


must also be a sufficient sense of responsibility and fair 
dealing on the part of governments concerned which will 
ensure that no unnecessary interference on the part of 


the state will take place. 


Mr. A. K. Watson, president of the World Trade 
Corporation, told the conference that some countries had 
a tendency to pursue nationalistic policies, which to a 
certain point was a healthy development, but when carried 
to extremes became self-defeating. He said it was im- 
perative that these nationalistic tendencies be restrained, 
particularly so as regards their impact on economic rela- 
tions within the region as a whole. 

Mr. Watson instanced a sharp drop in Japanese imports 
from Asian countries which was the result of import 
restrictions imposed by Japan to improve her balance of 
payments. We may agree with Mr. Watson that it would 
be to the advantage of an Asian trading partner if Japan 
could succeed not only in stabilizing her imports and ex- 
ports but also increase them. But until that happy goal 
is reached in full measure, this country needs to take 
interim precautions to safeguard her over-all economy. 


Mr. Yosuke Suzuki, who 


led the Japanese delegation 


to the conference, discussed Japan’s trade with the United 
States and expressed the opinion that the favorable trade 
balance with that country would probably be reversed 


within a few years. 


He pointed out that the favorable 


turn was not attained through the curtailment of imports 
from the United States by Japan but by a boost in exports. 
But Japan’s’ imports of industrial raw materials had not 
expanded accordingly, he said. Therefore it was likely 
that these raw material imports would increase in the 
future and the balance of trade position might again be 


reversed. 


The predicament of Japan in this respect is, of course, 


that of a highly industrialized country. 


In most, Asian 


nations, the trouble is that their possible expofts are 
mostly limited to certain classes of agricultural commodi- 
ties, often subject to uncontrollable price fluctuations, 
while the desire for higher living standards calls for ex- 


pensive imports. 


Several speakers stréssed Japan’s role in encouraging 
inter-Asian trade, but there remains the difficulty that a 
number of Asian countries are not yet in a position to 
buy goods that Japan could sell them while Japan cannot 
always conveniently trim her import market to suit in- 
dividual countries’ requirements. ,

WASHINGTON — The post- 
ponement to next spring of 
President Eisenhower's jour- 
ney to Moscow has perhaps de- 
ferred the climacti¢ moment in 
cold war negotiations.

A significant chap- 
ter in the domestic political 
story thus will have deen told 
before Eisenhower sets foot in 
his plane—probably in May of 
1960—on the way to the Krem- 
lin rendezvous. 

Whatever else may happen 
one fact is unchangeable: the 
critical New Hampshire primary 
will have been run off while the 
“peace” issue absolutely domi- 
nates the American political 
scene. If by that 'time there is 
still an international thaw, 
Rockefeller will be competing 
here. at home against a man 
who helped originate that thaw, 
Nixon. 

In that event this much will 
be certain: almost every regular 
Republican in the United States, 
from the highest figures in the 
Admmistration down to the 
county courthouses, will be on 
one single GOP team, the Eisen 
hower-Nixon “peace” team.

Houses for Homeless

Cho was jailed with 20 of his 
supporters shortly prior to the 
May general election 1956. In 
July 1957 he was sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment for il- 
legal possession of arms and for 
some minor violations of the 
security law. At a second trial 
last February he was charged 
with advocating peaceful unifi- 
cation of all Korea (by implica- 
tion on Communist’ terms). 
This charge was later varied to 
complicity with North Korea 
and he was sentenced to death. 
Appeals after both trials were 
rejected. 


Cho had of course been a 
Communist but he left the party 
in 1946 when Korea was par- 
titioned. 


But little attention was given 
to the fact that when North 
Korean Communist armies over- 
ran Seoul in 1950 Cho was high 
on their list of wanted “trai- 
tors.” 


The Seoul newspapers gave 
prominence Aug. 1 to the execu- 
tion but by noon the National 
Police chief Kang-hak announc- 
ed that any further reports 
would constitute a violation of 
the security law. He is not the 
first of Syngman Rhee’s politi- 
cal opponents to meet with a 
violent end. 


On the other hand some 1,400 
agents from the north have 
penetrated the south in recent 
years; many have been caught. 
There is a heavy concentration 
of it with the intention of 
seducing businessmen to under- 
mine Government and come to 
terms with North Korea. 


All these factors combine to 
suggest that after Rhee’s pass- 
ing there may be a very fluid 
state of affairs in the south~ 
both political and military. 

This is why people are be- 
ginning to wonder what is like- 
ly to happen as they watch 
Rhee grow older. If the Com- 
munists. were ready for any 
kind of coup from within doubt- 
less they would not stop at as- 
sassination. 


It is these factors which cause 
President Syngman Rhee to 
brook no opposition nor risks 
of any. 


The armies in the north out 
of a population of five to six 
million are only a third of the 
armies of the south under arms 
from a population of 23 mil 
lion. Clearly any direct attack 
across the parallel could not be 
launched or sustained without 
the aid of Chinese armies again. 
But infiltration and a Trojan 
horse from within—this iz Ko- 
rea's real risk today, 


from the timing, is, of course, 
something else again. If every- 
thing had gone sour Rockefeller 
would look relatively better 
than Nixon, But in that unhappy 
event no Republican would 
look very good—for election in 
1960—whether named Rockefel- 
ler or Jones. No Republican 
Presidential nominee in 1960 can 
avoid identification with these 
negotiations. 


Thus it is that a strong good 
fortune—though often aided by 
his own intuitive sense of good 
politics—still smilingly dogs 
the Nixon footsteps. It is such 
very good fortune in the pres- 
ent instance as to make pre- 
mature last weekend's other- 
wise sound speculations that 
Rockefeller was certainly going 
to contest in New Hampshire. 

His visit to the state was 
strictly the visit of a prospective 
candidate, right enough, not- 
withstanding his amiable refusal 
to say yea or nay. But what has 
happened in connection with 
the President’s Moscow plaris 
cannot but have hit people very 
hard in the governor’s mansion 
at Albany. 

Nixon himself is now going to 
New Hampshire, just a week 
behind Rockefeller, to make a 
determined showing of power 
in advance of 1960. Being Nixon, 
there will be no shy hesitations 
in this visitation about being or 
not being a candidate. 

And, again being Nixon, this 
second tourist to New Hamp- 
shire will stir.up no unnecessary 
preconvention disputes on issues. 

“Dick,” as a Nixon friend 
puts it with a grin, “is going up 
to dedicate a dam. But it is one 
of those old-fashioned dams 
built by the army engineers. 
It isn’t one of those new kind 
of dams where people are argu- 
ing, long before a bucket of 
concrete is poured, about public 
versus private power. There 
isn’t any power argument any- 
where in this dam.”

British Sale of Arms 


Delicate. Decisions Involved. in Transaction 


By JOHN EARLE 


LONDON  (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
The British Government has 
been facing what diplomatic 
observers here regard as a se- 
ries of delicate decisions over 
the sale of arms to different 
countries In various parts of 
the world. 


British policy is to permit the 
sale of arms manufactured by 
British firms to foreign coun- 
tries in sufficient quantity for 
their genuine defense needs, 
but not to sell arms which 
might be used against other 
countries. 


In addition, Robert Allan, 
joint parliamentary undersec- 
retary for foreign affairs, told 
the House of Commons on Jan. 
20, 1959, with reference to 
Cuba that British policy was 
not to permit sales of arms 
which could be used to carry 
on civil wars. 

In practice, observers here 
say, arms sales often raise de- 
licate issues. Other countries, 
which have strained relations 
with the buyer, are liable to 
see them as a threat to their 
own security. 


Moreover, a new factor has 


arisen in recent years with the 
appearance of the Communist 
bloc countries as major export- 
ers of arms. If the British 
Government refuses permission 
for an arms deal, the intend- 
ing buyer may turn to one of 
the countries of the Communist 
bloc and the whole balance of 
East-West relations may be af- 
fected. 

At present, the British Gov- 
ernment is wrestling with the 
problem of whether to allow jet 
fighters to sold to Cuba. 
Other difficult decisions have 
concerned the sale of arms to 
Indonesia, Iraq and Tunisia. 

1, Cuba. The Cuban Govern- 
ment of Dr. Fidel Castro has 
asked Britain to allow the ex- 
change of piston engined fighter 
aircraft for 17 Hawker Hunter 
short range jet fighters.

Chinese Reds Step Up War 
On New Asian-African Front. 


By WILTON WYNN 


CAIRO (AP)—While Russian 
Premier Khrushchev has been 
away trying to ease the world 
cold war in the West the Com- 
munist Chinese have been step- 
ping up the war on a new front 
—~ against the Asian-African 
neutralist bloc. 


Communist Chinese hostility 
toward the neutralists has 
been already noted’ in their 
pressure on India and Laos. 

Last week it was brought 
home to the UAR when re- 
negade Syrian Communist lead- 
er Khaled Bakdash was permit- 
ted to launch a savage public 
attack on the Nasser regime in 
Peiping in the presence of UAR 
diplomats. 

This almost unprecedented in- 
sult climaxed several months of 
Communist Chinese activity in 
the Arab world in support of 


the anti-Nasser Communist 
groups here, particularly in 
Iraq. 


In response, Nasser unleashed 
a violent anti-Chinese propa- 
ganda campaign and called 
home the UAR charge d’affaires 
from Peiping to give a full re- 
port before taking further steps. 

So far the Chinese have made 
no move to apologize or explain 
away the Bakdash incident. 

The Egyptians find it hard to 
understand the motive for the 
arrogant Chinese behavior to- 
ward Egypt, which was the first 
non-Communist country to re- 
cognize Communist China after 
the Korean War, and which has 
consistently supported Commu- 
nist China’s bid for admission 
to the United Nations. 

Some top level sources here 
believe the latest Chinese moves 
indicate the Peiping’ regime re- 
gards Asia and Africa as its 
special sphere of influence. The 
Chinese apparently reserve the 
right to freedom of action in 
this sphere, even if such action 
conflicts with $Khrushchev’s 
commitments to the West. 

In Ir¢cq, for example, Chinese 
Communists appear to have 
their own team and ‘their own 
policy which sometimes con- 
flicts with the policies of the 
Iraqi Communists under Soviet 
influence. Peiping has sent to 
Iraq Burhan Shahidi, a Chinese

Shahidi reportedly favors a 
tough policy aimed at an early 
Communist takeover of the 
Arab world, while the Soviets 
are said to favor a slower and 
more disciplined policy which 
takes into consideration the 
reactions of the West and other 
African-Asian areas. The latest 
reports indicate the China 
group is winning out now in 
Baghdad. 


Highly placed informants 
here are also concerned at Com- 
munist Chinese efforts to domi- 
nate the Algerian rebel move- 
ment. So far, Algerian rebel 
leaders are non-Communist, but 
the Communist Chinese in the 
past six months have made a 
systematic attempt to exert a 
strong influence on the rebels. 
They have given glowing prom- 
ises of aid—which they may 
not be able to fulfill—and have 
been in frequent contact with 
different members of the Alger- 
ian Government in exile. Here 
they are reaching into territory 
which would normally be in the 
Soviet sphere of activity. 


Cairo and Damascus press are 
bitterly criticizing the Peiping 
regime for violating the Ban- 
dung principles and shattering 
the unity of the Asian-African 
bloc. Cairo papers called for 
joint Asian-African action to 
restrain China. 

It all adds up to the fact that 
the Communist Chinese appar- 
ently no longer need the neu- 
tralists as allies in the fight 
against Western influence in 
Asia and Africa. They appar- 
ently intend now to undermine 
the neutralists in that area and 
replace them with out and out 
Communist regimes which 
would be satellites, not of Mos- 
cow, but of Peiping.

London, Senor Hector Garcia 
Godoy, called at the Foreign 
Office in September to inquire 
about British intentions. 

Observers here described the 
history of British arms sales to 
Cuba as unfortunate. British 
relations with the new Cuban 
Government of Dr. Fidel Castro 
got off to a bad start, as Britain 
sold Sea Fury fighters to Pres- 
ident Fulgencio Batista’s Govern- 
ment at a time in 1958 when the 
Batista Government could use 
them against Castro rebels. 

2. Indonesia. Britain is sell- 
ing Indonesia 18 Fairey Gannet 
patrol aircraft over a period of 
years and, under an order ap- 
proved last May, 180 scout cars 
and 1,500 parachutes. The United 
States is also supplying equip- 
ment for the Indonesian armed 
forces, 


Western arms sales to Indo- 
nesia have aroused fears in Hol- 
land lest Indonesia should be- 
come strong enough militarily 
to attack Dutch West New 
Guinea—which Indonesia claims 
under the name of West: Irian. 

The Indonesian Government. 
has declared that arms bought 
from Britain and other Western 
countries are not for use against 
West Irian, but to maintain 
internal security and to help 
Suppress rebels fighting its 
authority in islands such as the 
Celebes. 

In spite of this undertaking, 
observers believe that Indo- 
nesian inquiries about the pos- 
sible purchase of- warships 
from Britain were unsuccess- 
ful following Dutch representa- 
tions. 

3. Iraq. Britain, traditional 
supplier of arms to Iraq under 
the monarchy, faced a new situ- 
ation after the revolution of 
July 14, 1958. The new repub- 
lic of Iraq received considerable 
quantities of arms from Com- 
munist countries and withdrew 
from the Baghdad Pact. . 

The question was examined 
here whether continued sales 
of arms to Iraq would consti- 
tute, in effect, wasting them on 
a country already under Com- 
munist influence, or whether 
they would help Iraq’s new 
rulers to practice their declar- 
ed policy of neutrality between 
the power blocs, 

There was the further com- 
plication, observers here ar- 
gued, that Gen. Abdul Karim 
Kassem, ruler of Iray, had by 
then fallen out with President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser of the 
United Arab Republic, and Brit- 
ish arms sales to Iraq would 
not improve chances of re- 
storing normal relations’ be- 
tween London and Cairo. 

Eventually, in May of this 
year, the British Government 
approved the sale to Iraq of a 
“reasonable quantity” of mili- 
tary equipment, including tanks 
and aircraft, after having con- 
sulted its allies in the Baghdad 
Pact, including the Shah of 
Iran. 

The press in Cairo and Damas- 
cus, however, continued to de- 
clare that Britain was maintain- 
ing a hostile alliance with Gen. 
Kassem against the United 
Arab Republic. 

4. Tunisia. Britain and the 
United States have supplied 
Tunisia with small arms and in- 
fantry equipment under ah 
agreement made last November, 
since when there has been little 
public friction. 

But before that, observers 
here recall, relations with both 
Tunisia and with Paris had pass- 
ed through some _ delicate 
phases, as the French feared 
that arms would find their way 
to the Algerian rebels, and Tun- 
isia objected to what she alleg- 
ed was a French “veto” over 
her arms supplies.
